and be able to do in the areas of technol ogy and technol ogy literacy.

(b) Technol ogy fluency builds upon technology literacy and is
denonstrated when students: Apply technology to real -world
experi ences; adapt to changi ng technol ogi es; nodify current and create
new t echnol ogi es; and personalize technology to neet personal needs,
interests, and | earning styles.

(2)(a) Wthin funds specifically appropriated therefor, the
superintendent shall obtain or devel op education technol ogy assessnents
that may be adm nistered in the elenentary, mddle, and high school
grades to assess the essential academc learning requirenents for
t echnol ogy. The assessnents shall be designed to be classroom or
proj ect - based so that they can be enbedded in classroominstruction and
be admnistered and scored by school staff throughout the regular
school year using consistent scoring criteria and procedures. By the
2010-11 school vyear, these assessnents shall be nade available to
school districts for the districts' voluntary use. If a schoo
district uses the assessnments created under this section, then the
school district shall notify the superintendent of public instruction

(b) The intended date and tinme of application;

(c) The location to which the pesticide is to be applied;

(d) The pest to be controlled; and

(e) The nane and phone nunber of a contact person at the school.

(5) A school facility application nust be made within forty-eight
hours follow ng the intended date and tine stated in the notification
or the notification process shall be repeated.

(6) A school shall, at the time of application, post notification
signs for all pesticide applications nmade to school facilities unless
the application is otherwise required to be posted by a certified
appl i cator under the provisions of RCW17.21.410(1)(d).
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(a) Notification signs for applications made to school grounds by
school enpl oyees shall be placed at the | ocation of the application and
at each primary point of entry to the school grounds. The signs shal
be a m ni mum of four inches by five inches and shall include the words:
"TH S LANDSCAPE HAS BEEN RECENTLY SPRAYED OR TREATED W TH PESTI Cl DES BY
YOUR SCHOCOL" as the headline and "FOR MORE | NFORMATI ON PLEASE CALL" as
the footer. The footer shall provide the nanme and tel ephone nunber of
a contact person at the school.

(b) Notification signs for applications made to school facilities
other than school grounds shall be posted at the location of the
application. The signs shall be a mninmm of eight and one-half by
el even inches and shall include the heading "Notice: Pesti ci de
Application"” and, at a m ninum shall state:

(1) The product nane of the pesticide applied;

(i1) The date and tinme of application;

(ii1) The location to which the pesticide was appli ed;

(1v) The pest to be controlled; and

(v) The nane and phone nunber of a contact person at the school.

(c) Notification signs shall be printed in colors contrasting to
t he background.

(d) Notification signs shall remin in place for at |east
twenty-four hours fromthe time the application is conpleted. 1In the
event the pesticide |label requires a restricted entry interval greater
than twenty-four hours, the notification sign shall remain in place
consistent with the restricted entry interval tinme as required by the
| abel .

(7) A school facility application does not include the application
of antim crobial pesticides or the placenent of insect or rodent baits
that are not accessible to children.

(8) The prenotification requirenents of this section do not apply
if the school facility application is made when the school is not
occupied by students for at |east two consecutive days after the
appl i cation.

(9) The prenotification requirenents of this section do not apply
to any energency school facility application for control of any pest
that poses an imrediate human health or safety threat, such as an
application to control stinging insects. When an energency school
facility applicationis made, notification consistent with the school's

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notification system shall occur as soon as possible after the
appl i cation. The notification shall include information consistent
wi th subsection (6)(b) of this section.

(10) A school shall make the records of all pesticide applications
to school facilities required under this chapter, including an annual
summary of the records, readily accessible to interested persons.

(11) A school is not Iliable for the renmoval of signs by
unaut hori zed persons. A school that conplies with this section may not
be held liable for personal property damage or bodily injury resulting
fromsigns that are placed as required.

(a) The provision of technical assistance to schools and school
districts for the planning, inplenentation, and training of staff in
the use of technology in curricular and adm ni strative functions;

(b) The continued developnent of a network to connect school
districts, institutions of higher |earning, and other sources of online
i nformation; and

(c) Methods to equitably increase the use of education technol ogy
by students and school personnel throughout the state.

(2) The superintendent of public instruction shall appoint an
educati onal technol ogy advisory conmrittee to assist in the devel opnent
and inplenentation of the technology plan in subsection (1) of this
section. The commttee shall include, but is not [imted to, persons
representing: The departnent of information services, educational
service districts, school directors, school admnistrators, school
principals, teachers, classified staff, higher education faculty,
parents, students, business, |abor, scientists and nat hematici ans, the
hi gher education coordinating board, the workforce training and
education coordinating board, and the state library.

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(3) The plan adopted and inplenented under this section may not
i npose on school districts _any requirenents that are not specifically
required by federal law_ or_requlation, including_requirenents_ to
maintain eliqgibility for the federal schools and |ibraries program of
the universal service fund.

Sec. 18. RCW 28A. 210.020 and 1971 ¢ 32 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Every board of school directors shall have the power, and it shal
be its duty to provide for and require screening for the visual and
auditory acuity of all children attending schools in their districts to
ascertain which if any of such children have defects sufficient to
retard themin their studies. Auditory and visual screening shall be
made in accordance with procedures and standards adopted by rule or
regul ation of the state board of health. Prior to the adoption or
revision of such rules or regulations the state board of health shal
seek the recommendati ons of the superintendent of public instruction
regarding the adm nistration of visual and auditory screening and the
qualifications of persons conpetent to admnister such screening.

Persons perform ng visual screening may include, but are not linmted
to, ophthal npl ogi sts, optonetrists, or opticians who donate their
prof essional services to schools or school districts. If a vision

prof essi onal who donates his or her services identifies a vision defect
sufficient to affect a student's learning, the vision professional nust
notify the school nurse and/or the school principal inwiting and nay
not contact the student's parents or_ guardians_directly. A school
official shall informparents or guardians of students in witing that
a visual exam nation was recommended, but may not communi cate the nane
or contact information of the vision professional conducting the
screeni ng.

Sec. 19. RCW 28A.655.065 and 2008 ¢ 170 s 205 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The legislature has nade a conmtnment to rigorous academc
standards for receipt of a high school diploma. The primry way that
students will denonstrate that they neet the standards in reading
writing, mathematics, and science is through the Washi ngton assessnent
of student learning. Only objective assessnents that are conparable in
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rigor to the state assessnent are authorized as an alternative
assessnent. Before seeking an alternative assessnent, the |egislature
expects students to make a genuine effort to neet state standards,
t hrough regul ar and consi stent attendance at school and participation
i n extended | earni ng and ot her assi stance prograns.

(2) Under RCW 28A. 655.061, beginning in the 2006-07 school vyear
the superintendent of public instruction shall inplenment objective
al ternative assessnent nethods as provided in this section for students
to denonstrate achi evenent of the state standards in content areas in
whi ch the student has not yet nmet the standard on the high school
Washi ngton assessnent of student |earning. A student may access an
alternative if the student neets applicable eligibility criteriain RCW
28A. 655. 061 and this section and other eligibility criteria established
by the superintendent of public instruction, including but not limted
to attendance criteria and participation in the renediation or

suppl emental instruction contained in the student |earning plan
devel oped wunder RCW 28A. 655.061. A school district nmay waive
attendance and/or renediation criteria for special, unavoi dable

ci rcunst ances.

(3) For the purposes of this section, "applicant" neans a student
seeking to use one of the alternative assessnent nethods in this
section.

(4) One alternative assessnent nethod shall be a conbination of the
applicant's grades in applicable courses and the applicant's highest
score on the high school Washi ngton assessnent of student |earning, as
provided in this subsection. A student is eligible to apply for the
alternative assessnment method under this subsection (4) if the student
has a cunul ative grade point average of at least 3.2 on a four point

gradi ng scale. The superintendent of public instruction shall
determ ne which high school courses are applicable to the alternative
assessnent nethod and shall issue guidelines to school districts.

(a) Using guidelines prepared by the superintendent of public
instruction, a school district shall identify the group of students in

the sane school as the applicant who took the sanme high school courses
as the applicant in the applicable content area. From the group of
students identified in this manner, the district shall select the
conpari son cohort that shall be those students who net or slightly
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exceeded the state standard on the Washington assessnent of student
| ear ni ng.

(b) The district shall conpare the applicant's grades in high
school courses in the applicable content area to the grades of students
in the conparison cohort for the sanme high school courses. If the
applicant's grades are equal to or above the nean grades of the
conpari son cohort, the applicant shall be deened to have net the state
standard on the alternative assessnent.

(c) An applicant may not use the alternative assessnent under this
subsection (4) if there are fewer than six students in the conparison
cohort.

(5) The superintendent of public instruction shall develop an
alternative assessnent nethod that shall be an evaluation of a
collection of work sanples prepared and submitted by the applicant.
Effective Septenber 1, 2009, collection of wrk sanples nmay be
submtted only in content areas where neeting the state standard on the
hi gh school assessnent is required for purposes of graduation.

(a) The superintendent of public instruction shall develop
gui delines for the types and nunber of work sanples in each content
area that may be submtted as a collection of evidence that the
applicant has net the state standard in that content area. Wor k
sanples may be collected from academc, career and technical, or
renmedi al courses and may include performance tasks as well as witten
products. The superintendent shall submt the guidelines for approval
by the state board of educati on.

(b) The superintendent shall develop protocols for subm ssion of
the collection of work sanples that include affidavits from the
applicant's teachers and school district that the sanples are the work
of the applicant and a requirenent that a portion of the sanples be
prepared under the direct supervision of a classroom teacher. The
superintendent shall submt the protocols for approval by the state
board of educati on.

(c) The superintendent shall develop uniform scoring criteria for
evaluating the collection of work sanples and submt the scoring
criteria for approval by the state board of education. Collections
shall be scored at the state level or regionally by a panel of
educators selected and trained by the superintendent to ensure
objectivity, reliability, and rigor in the evaluation. An educator may
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not score work sanples submtted by applicants from the educator's
school district. |If the panel awards an applicant's collection of work
sanples the mninmum required score, the applicant shall be deened to
have net the state standard on the alternative assessnent.

(d) Using an open and public process that includes consultation
with district superintendents, school principals, and other educators,
the state board of education shall consider the guidelines, protocols,
scoring criteria, and other information regarding the collection of
work sanples submitted by the superintendent of public instruction.
The collection of work sanples may be inplenented as an alternative
assessnment after the state board of education has approved the
gui deli nes, protocols, and scoring criteria and determned that the
collection of work sanples: (1) WII neet professionally accepted
standards for a valid and reliable neasure of the grade |evel
expectations and the essential academ c |learning requirenents; and (ii)
is conparable to or exceeds the rigor of the skills and know edge t hat
a student nust denonstrate on the Wshington assessnent of student
| earning in the applicable content area. The state board shall nmake an
approval decision and determ nation no | ater than Decenber 1, 2006, and
thereafter may increase the required rigor of the collection of work
sanpl es.

(e) By Septenmber of 2006, the superintendent of public instruction
shall develop informational materials for parents, teachers, and
students regarding the collection of work sanples and the status of its
devel opnent as an alternative assessnent nethod. The materials shal
provi de specific gui dance regarding the type and nunber of work sanpl es
likely to be required, include exanples of work that neets the state
| earni ng standards, and describe the scoring criteria and process for
the collection. The materials shall also encourage students in the
graduating class of 2008 to begin creating a collection if they believe
they may seek to use the collection once it is inplemented as an
alternative assessnent.

(6) (a) For students enrolled in a career and technical education
program approved under RCW 28A. 700. 030, the superintendent of public
instruction shall devel op additional guidelines for collections of work
sanples that are tailored to different career and technical prograns.
The additional guidelines shall:
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(1) Provide multiple exanples of work sanples that are related to
the particul ar career and technical program

(11) Permt work sanples based on conpleted activities or projects
wher e denonstration of academ ¢ know edge is inferred; and

(tii1) Provide multiple exanples of work sanples drawn from career
and techni cal courses.

(b) The purpose of the additional guidelines is to provide a clear
pathway toward a certificate of academ c achievenent for career and
techni cal students by show ng them applied and rel evant opportunities
to denonstrate their know edge and skills, and to provide guidance to
teachers in integrating academ c and career and technical instruction
and assessnent and assisting career and technical students in conpiling
a collection. The superintendent of public instruction shall devel op
and di ssem nate additional guidelines for no fewer than ten career and
technical education prograns representing a variety of program
offerings by no later than Septenber 1, 2008. Quidelines for ten
addi ti onal prograns shall be devel oped and di ssem nated no | ater than
June 1, 20009.

(c) The superintendent shall consult with community and technica
col | eges, enployers, the workforce training and educati on coordi nating
board, apprenticeship progranms, and ot her regi onal and national experts
in career and technical education to create appropriate guidelines and
exanpl es of work sanples and ot her evidence of a career and techni cal
student's know edge and skills on the state academ c standards.

(7) The superintendent of public instruction shall study the
feasibility of wusing existing mathematics assessnents in |anguages
ot her than English as an additional alternative assessnent option. The
study shall include an estimation of the cost of translating the tenth
grade mathematics assessnent into other |anguages and scoring the
assessnents shoul d t hey be inpl enent ed.

(8) The superintendent of public instruction shall inplenent:

(a) By June 1, 2006, a process for students to appeal the score
t hey received on the high school assessnents; and

(b) By January 1, 2007, guidelines and appeal processes for waiving
specific requirenments in RCW 28A. 655. 061 pertaining to the certificate
of academic achievenment and to the certificate of individua
achi evenent for students who: (1) Transfer to a Washington public
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school in their junior or senior year wiwth the intent of obtaining a
public high school diploma, or (ii) have special, unavoidable
ci rcunst ances.

(9) The state board of education shall exam ne opportunities for
addi tional alternative assessnents, including the possible use of one
or nore standardi zed normreferenced student achi evenent tests and the
possi bl e use of the reading, witing, or mathematics portions of the
ACT ASSET and ACT COWPASS test instrunents as objective alternative
assessnents for denonstrating that a student has nmet the state
standards for the certificate of academ c achi evenent. The state board
shall submt its findings and recomendations to the education
commttees of the |legislature by January 10, 2008.

(10) The superintendent of public instruction shall adopt rules to
i npl emrent this section.
